WASHINGTON, Jan, 11—While 
the 1959 aircraft ‘safety record is 
“a .matter for grave concern 
and positive action on the “ee 
of the aviation. community,” 
does not justity “public - asi 2 
chairman James R. Durfee of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board said 


today. 
Durfee, whose agency is 
charged with investigation of 


aircraft accidents, was the first 
witness before the aviation sub- 
committee of the Senate ‘Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, 
Committee, which started what 
promises to be lengthy hearings 
in an effort to determine why 
more aircraft passengers were 
killed last year than eyer be- 
fore. 
Statistics on Fatalities. 

Tables presented by Durfee 
showed that 257 passengers and 
37 crew members lost their lives 
last year in nine crashes for a 
fatality rate of 0.73 per hun- 
dred million passenger miles 
flown by the airlines. In 1958 
the rate was 0.38 and in 1957 it 
was 0.20. 

Pointing out that no definite 
“pattern’”’ emerged from the 
board’s investigations of last 
year’s accidents, Durfee said 
the record demonstrates ‘the 
need for continuing attention to 
the classic problems of safety, 
as well as the novel ones pro- 
duced by an advancing tech- 
nology.” 

“We believe on the basis of our 
investigations,””’ he went, ‘‘that 
the day-by-day details of airlines 
operations require renewed at- 
tention. 

“In this connection, the board 
believes that special emphasis 
should be placed on personnel 
training and procedures and the 
need for an effective simulator 
(training equipment) program.” 

Safety, Durfee said, ‘‘is the 
product of day-by-day attention 
to the myriad of details;of air- 
line operations and to painstak- 
ing investigation of every slip, 
every incident and every acci- 
dent.” 

Fewer Mid-Air (rashes. 

One ‘significant point in ‘the | 
1959 accident record was the | 
absence of fatalitics from mid- | 
air collisions, which had been | 
frequent in 1959 and 1958. The | 
result was a revision of the 


aviation act. and creation of the 
Federal Aviation Agency «last 
January.’ It took over rule-mak- 
ing, enforcement and research 
functions which had been: dis- 
tributed among the old Civil 
Aeronautics Administration, the 
CAB and numerous other agen- 
cies. 

Durfee’s report showed that 
airline passengers increased 18 
per cent in 1959 to a high of 
about 58,000,000 who traveled a 
total of nearly 38 billion pas- 
senger miles. 

He called attentionrto the in- 
troduction of pure jet transports 
without accident although two 
lsuch aircraft crashed in training 
flights. 

‘ Inquiries Aims Stated. 

Senator A. S. Mike Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, subcommit- 
tee chairman and author of the 
bill creating the FAA, in open- 
ing the hearing said: 

“Increasing use of both ‘pri- 
vate and commercial aircraft by 
the public as a primary“means 
of transportation makes “the 
question of aviation safety all 
the more important as time goes 
on. I would like to emphasize 
that we are not interested in 
headline ‘hunting or indulging 
sensational guesses as to the 
causes of any particular aircraft 
accident.

tofs and equipment, and contin- 
uing to the final movement of 
that aircraft on the airways 
where volume of passenger traf- 
fic now exceeds all other modes 
of transportation except the au- 
tomobile.”’

Meatcutters Local 88 records 
were not presented to the jury 
today because they had been 
subpenaed from an officer no 
jonger in control of them, Bigler 
said. He added that if the rec- 
ords are needed at a later: date, 
the Government will be able to 
obtain them: ‘ 

Bigler is writing a report on 
the five-week investigation. The 
report will be sent to Attorney 
General William P. Rogers in 
Washington and to Assistant At- 
torney General Robert Ryan, 
head of the election section of 
the civil rights division of the 
Department of Justice. 

The report will be submitted 
without any recommendation, 
Bigler said. 

He added he would await di- 
rection from Rogers and Ryan 
as to whether he should seek 
indictments on the basis of the 
evidence. 


The Government has sought in 
its investigation to determine 
whether Local 688, any other 
Teamsters local or the Central 
States Conference of Teamsters 
have violated an election statute. 
The statute forbids union con- 
tributions to political campaigns 
in which a federal office is in- 
volved.

A full-scale federal grand jury 
investigation of Wortman’s busi- 
ness activities and sources of in- 
come began on July 31, 1956. 
The inquiry by an East St. Louis 
grand jury subsequently was to 
throw light into many dark cor- 
ners in the St. Louis crime pic- 
ture. 

Gamblers, hoodlums and rac- 
keteers, as well as some persons 
in respectable business enter- 
prises, blinked in the glaring 
light of the full-scale inquiry. 

Finances 

_Even before the full-scale in- 
quiry was launched, Wortman’s 
finances were scrutinized by two 
federal grand juries. These ear- 
lier investigations were in 1952 
and in 1954. | 

During the 1954 inquiry, con- 
ducted by a federal grand jury 
in St. Louis, Wortman was jailed 
for contempt for refusing to tell 
jurors where he lived.

The subcommittee’s call for 
lower tariff barriers envisioned 
action by both the United States 
and a number of other nations 
at the 1960 trade agreement ne- 
gotiations in Geneva. For its 
part, the United States should 
consider “across-the-board tariff 
reductions,”’ the report recom- 
mended. The usual duration of 
three or four years for trade 
agreements should be length- 
ened, it added. - 

Fresh Vehicle Needed. 

The subcommittee called 
rather sharply for. the Eisen- 
hower Administration to develop 
a new look for the next trade 
agreements act. It said: 

“Every effort should be made 
to come up with a fresh vehicle 
tailoréd to the times. 

“It is no longer enough—and 
may be disastrous—to dust off 
and old model, add a few but- 
tons and expect foes to be plac- 
ated and friends enthusiastic.” 

So far as other nations are 
concerned, the report urged 
members of both the ‘‘six’’ and 
“seven” to lower their external 
tariff rates for the United States 


United States has in the past 
been* generous in its trade pol- 
icies and that they be asked to 
reciprocate now, In this con- 
nection, the report noted: 

“The United States for the first. 
time will not be negotiating in 
a world short of dollars. It will 
be negotiating from a _ back- 
ground of a recent consistent 
deficit in -its international ac- 
count.” 

Occasion for Bargaining. 

In an apparent reference to 
the alarm expressed in some 
quarters over the dollar outflow, 
the subcommittee went on, ‘This 
is not a cause for extreme or 
frantic measures. But it is a 
proper occasion for hard bar- 
gaining. 

“Not only should concessions 
given be matched by real con- 
cessions received, but other na- 
tions caf afford, this time, to 
be generous in their bargaining 
with the United States.” 

The subcommittee dealt at 
length with the problems that 
have resulted from the forma- 
tion of the “‘Six’’ and ‘‘Seven” 
economic groups. It took the po- 
sition ‘that members of the two 
blocs were not likely to suffer 
any serious effects from the 
rivalry. It also predicted that 
American rts to members 
of the “‘Six’’ will eventually in- 
crease although they might suf- 
fer at first. 

The subcommittee felt that the 
creation of a “bridge” or link 
between the two blocs, which has 
been suggested in some quarters, 
is not as important now as Cre- 
ating sound conditions for a fu- 
ture unified European economic 
structure.» 

To achieve this goal, the re- 
port recommended that both 
groups reduce tariff and quota 
restrictions against non-mem- 
bers.

Beckham said Smith was 

_meek, mild-mannered and re- 
}:morseful as he recounted the 
circumstances of the shooting. 
Smith said he sold some stave- 
poles last Monday morning, ‘and 
bought some wine. He was drink- 
ing at his home that afternoon 
when Becherer stopped by. 
Becherer gave him a check 
for $200, a loan with which 
Smith was to pay a hospital bill 
he Smith’s wife. After Becherer 
left, Smith went to Cuba and 
bought anothe. bottle of wine. 
He stopped at a tavern and had 
few more drinks. 
Back home, Smith suddently 
decided to get more money from 
Becherer. Armed with a 12- 
gauge shotgun, he gained ad- 
mittance to Becherer’s home. He 
demanded ‘‘all your money,” 
then struck Becherer on the head 
with the gun. 
Becherer, who was 78, gave 
him $16 or $18. Smith ordered 
him to write a check, but blood 


| flowing from Becherer’s head 
} wound spotted the paper. Smith 


turned to leave, and the older 
man said he was going to call 
the police. 

“T just swung the gun around 
at real close range and shot 
him,” Smith said. 

Smith was arrested on Thurs- 
day in Williamsburg, Ky., and 
was returned to Steelville yes- 
terday.

YOUNG CAR THIEF POET SCHWARTZ 


AWARDED $2500 
BOLLINGEN PRIZE 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 11 
(AP)—Poet Delmore Schwartz of 
New York yesterday was named 
winner of the annual Bollingen 
prize in poetry for 1959. 

The prize, one of the nation’ 
major poetry awards, was in: 
creased this year from $1000 to 
$2500. It is given by the Yale 
University Library. 

James T. Babb, Yale librarian, 
said the 47-year-old Schwartz re- 
ceived the award for his 1959 
book of poems, “Summer Knowl- 
edge.” The book was cited by 
the award committee as “e- 
senting the selected work of 
more than 20 years, including 
poems in a great diversity of 
manners and meters, all marked 
by inventive workmanship, all 
spoken in a personal voice.” 

Schwartz, aiso a short story 
writer and critic, is the youngest 
American poet to win the prize 
since its establishment in 1948 
by the Bollingen foundation.
